Wih the RELATION of their denyal of 
Juſtice, and notwithſtand.ng all Lawfull endeavours uſed to obtain the 
ſame, the Engliſh can ger no fatisfaction to this Day. 


Contrary tothe ARTICLES of PEACE concluded the 3d of Noyem- 
ber 1655. New ſtyle. as alſo againſt Common Right, and the Law of Nations, 
the Obſtrution of Trade, and the utter Ruine of many of his Majeſties Loyall 
Subjects. |

Theſe ſaid Wittneſſes thus duely Sworn, and examined, do depoſe, and fully 
prove as foiloweth, 


1. That the ſaid Ship the Endeavour did belong in property and afuall poſſeſſton to Robert Ox- 
WiCke and Company,Marchants of London: and by them built in the Rtver of Thames. 


2, That the ſaid Ship was ladenin Tenerifte, with 313 Pipes of Canarie Wines, by Evan Pugh 
and others, Factors ani! Agents for Richard Baker, and Company, Marchants of London: and for 
their fole' and proper accompt ; and the ſaid Ship was by them freighted of the aforeſaid Owners in 
L ondon, to go for lencritte, and from thence to return for London, 


3. That the faid Ship being there fo laden for tie accompe aforeſaid, did therewith ſet Sayle from 
Teneritie, and as ſhe was Sayling mn her direct and peaceable Courſe for the Port of London, were 
mett withall by four French Ships, under the Command of Giles de la Roach : who in an hojtile 
manner aſſaulted them, and violently ſeized ſurprized,and took the ſaid Ship Endeavour, with all ker 
lading, on the 21th of November 1 65 5. Engliſh Stile, 


4. That after they had tle ſaid Ship and her lading mn their poſſeſſion, then they put the Engliſh 
Maſterand Mariners under cloſe reſtraint, uſmg them n:oft inhumarly and barbarouſly.

ali/ cough they had mett with atvers other Engliſh Shi PS, yet they had not medled with eny of them, 
or would they have ſerzed on the Ship Endeavour, had not her lading conſiſted in TWines, which was 
ſo neceſſary for ther Voyage for Madagaſcar or the Red Sea. 

6. That the ſard de la RoaCh and others of the French aid ſay that they had ſtayed ſceverall daies 
in Rochelm expettation to have had letters of Marque agarnſts the Engliſh, but could obtain none, 
becauſe that the Peace was concluded between France and England: and ſaid, that their Owners aud 
Imployers, viz. the Marſhall de Mill Ree inFran Ce, Was Rich and able enough, and that he ougl tto 
pay and make ſatisfattion to the Engliſh for the ſaid Ship and her lading. 


Thus,as before,themelves confeſſed this {poyle to be an Act of Pyracy, having no Commiſſion, ſo now they 
do as plainly acknowledge that ſatisfaction ought to be made, and that by the Aſarſhall de Mill Ree. 


7. That the ſaid de la Roach and Company aid neaver-the-leſs moſt ravenouſly plunder the ſaid 
Engliſh Mariners,takins away all the goods the had m the ſaid Ship,to the utter ruine of. themſelves 
their Wives and Children at home, (and to fill up the meaſure of their deteſtable proceedings 
by leaving no one circumſtance ofthe worlt of Pirates unatempted,) they refuſed (more like 1n- 
fidels then like Subjetts to the Chriſtian King ) to jet the now diſtreſſed Engliſh on any Chriſtian ſhoar, 
leaſt they might get to Fngland, and ſo the truth might come to light. For when theſe mſerable Engliſh 
emplored the ſaid dela Roach and cher the French Commanders 2/ favour of being landed on 
ſome of the Canarie Nands{t.a? berng alſo controry to conmon ,umanity denyed,) and when _

zrards on their knees with infinite of tears, they beſeeched the lthe favour of being put on the Tands of 
Cape de Verd-, anſwer was again made them moſt churlifhly, and peremtorily, thet they ſhould not 
be ſet on any Ciriſtan ſhoar, becauſe they ſnould not return for England (as they ſard)to tell tales, 


8. That after thir,in order to deſtroy the ſaid Engliſh an/ to deprive them of their lives, and to do 
2 without appearance of direct Murtier, (as theſe mercileſs French ſuppoſed) having beaten ſtript 
an4 mojt barbarouſly uſed the ſard Engliſh, they lanaed the Maſter and thirteen more of the Engliſh 


on the Guinea ſhoar amozz/t the Buarbarous Negroes 3 leaving them no other ſuſtenance then one 


hundred weight of Bisket duſt, and one Pipe of Wine, (leaſt otherwiſe their expected Ruine by 


death ji zht not be ling-ring enough.) where they remained fifteen weeks tn moſt eminent hazard, 
and continual jeopardy of their l1ves, expeſed to nakedneſs, famine, and to the fury of the Barbarians: 
till by a mo} miraculous providence they were reſcued from death by an unexpected and unuſuall op- 
poxtunity of tranſportation in that place, in a Flemiſh Veſſel, To the Glory of God, and the pex- 
petual ſhame of theſe inhumane French-men. 


9. That havins ſo lended,the ſaid Engliſh Maſter and 1 3 more of the Engliſh, two of the Engliſh 
Mariners being part of many more of the Engliſh which the ſaid dela Roach and the French dd 
carry away in thetr French Ships,a:d afterwards mm another place in Guinea calt themſelves by mg 't 
into the Sea through a Port-hole, and ſo moſt ſtrangely eſcaped, and afterwards by as wonderfull a 
providence theſe two artved alſo in England. 


10. Thus much beſides the ſum of 16587 1b. for the loſs hereby ſuſtained by the Engliſh, the teſtt- 
mony of the ſaid wittneſſes doth clearly and anthentically prove : nor ts 1t to be onutted that theſe 
French-men alſo confeſſed that they were ordered by thetr Imployers, for to have gone for Lixboa, 
zo have taken in Wines for their Proviſions, for which purpoſe they carried Credits: but being 1n- 
peded by coutrary winds, they reſolved togo for the Canaries, in expettation tobe ſupplyed thereas 
bouts: it being the ſeaſon of the Year when Wines were uſually Shipt off from thence. 


To this may be added,chat neither the faid de /a Roach, nor any If his Company or in:ployers did ever 
after -ards (as by law they ough: *> have done) bring !he Maſter of the Endeavor, to the French Adrmraley

The Peace berween Eng/and and the French King was Concluded and Publiſhed the 3d of November 16 
New Stile, as appears by the date of the very Arncles of that Peace; and this Piracy was Commuted tne Mo + 
of November »Er:g/ſh Site, The prootes of all which, togerher with a true tranſcript and exemplication of the 
teſtimony and depoſition of the aforelaid Witneſſes, were by ſpecial order,and from the hich Court of Admi. 
ralcy, on behalf of the faid £-g/þ(fo robbed and deſpoyled)tranſmitred ro Paris,where by oder of the Kir' gg 
Councel, they were there tranſlated into French in the Year 1656, S 


In September 1656. and in June 1657. Oliver late ProjeCtor,wrore and ſent ſpeciall letters to the French 
King, and to Cardinal Mazovine, prefling for Jultice to be {pecdily adminiftred in this deplorable caſe;che 
like letters were writ and ſent by Thuyloe to the E "gliſh Agent Lock -hart.preſlig him alſo to ule all poſſible 
means by urgent interceſſion for the ſame, according to the Articles of Peace berween Englard and France 
whereby it was Capitulared and agreed,chat in all ſuch Caſes Juſtice ſhould be efteAually adminiſired Within 


three Moneths. 


Whereupan the ſaid eAyens oct hart interpoſed when our faid Proofes and Petitions were preſented in the 
Councel in France ; yer they would not admit them, till they had given advice thereof ro the 1arſhalt ds 
Mill Ree, and received his Anſwer thereto, Ar laſt after ſome Monechs fruitleſs attend1nce we were per- 
mitted to proceed in the Courſe of Juſtice, and they made a Decree, that rhe ſaid Marihall de Mill Ree ſhould 
Appear by ſuch a certain time ſet and liminted ; notwithRanding which,neither he in his own Perſon.nor ary 
ar for him Appeared ; whereupon we obtained a _ Decree from the French King and his Counce],

Whereupon the faid-e Agent LZock/art,again molt urgently preſt for a hearing, and for ſentence, which ac- 
Ccordiig 0 Juitice and their own Laws they oug 1; to ha ve giVen ; Burt it was the firlt of September following 
x6 57. ere the Court could be prevailed wich,to hear the Cauſe, And then their Sentence was only this viz, 


That they, (viz. the Court) ſhou'd write to their French King to beſerch his Majeſty, that be 
would write to the Slarſhall de Miu Ree, 


The fixth of Ofober tollowirg,the Matter of Requeſt was ſent by order of the Councell of France, into Briz- 
tary 0 recover out M nies of the Marſha! de Ml Ree ; whence returning the ſecond of Fannary 165}, re 
ir(ccta Offered the 121d Apent Lockhart for our ule che tum of 8000 Peſtols by way of Compoſition, 

Thus hawr's been at vatt expence and charge in proſecution of this buſineſs in France, and all our Endea- 
vours.\-hrough the intereſt and p tericy of the f1id Marſhallyrendered Elrſorie,and to no prrpoſe ; no Juſtice 
to ve there had (notwithſtanding the ladrels and equity of our Caie) we were necefſirated to haye recourſe a« 
o417, to the ulurping Powers then in Ergland, and tolicired them for Letters of Marque againſt the French by 
way cf Compentation and latisfaCtion for this wrong,according to the ſaid Articles of Peace, and the Law of 
Nartons. 

Whereupon order beirg e1ver ene *5 of 1frrch 1658, tothe! ioh Court of Admiralty to Examine and 
peruſe our Proofes, Papers ard P:ocectings in this (ale, and to report their opinion upon the whole matter, 
They did upon long ard feriovs debate and deliberation of all the Circumſtances in FaR at laft Report and 
u: animouſly ceriifie. that we ou9t:t to have trom the ſaid Fr-+-þ tail Refiicution for che ſaid Ship and Ladwg, 
for the Principle and Dammages 1c587 '6 Stir 27 The faid report ſaying Thet tt was a Tort and fon!

We had an Agent in P-rew no lels then nigh four years Attending and Soliciting this buſineſs, who never 
had the leaſt notice, Summons. or Monirion,(as by Liv he ough- ro have had,) that any Sentence Was to be 
given, neither were our Procurator nor our Counczel! ſo much as Summoned to appear, or heard to ſpeak in 
the cauſe,at the time of ſuch cheir Searence. So thar if any tuch were 2: all it *v25 4nne Secretly, Surreprioufly, 
and Ciandeitinely, (and 2s fuch ic is void and nul! in Law) when for two years before we were moſt urgently 
and intandly pceſliag dayly tne ours for a hearing, and for Jullice, bur could obrain neicher, Rd

Of all which their proceedings, we ctheExg/iſh were neceſſitated to complain to the powers then here uſurping,; 
who (upon the 10 th of June 1658.) peruled the aforeſaid Report from the ſaid High Court of Admiraky of 
England. And it was ordered,that Thrrloe ſhould(rogerher with his Letters)fend Copies of the (aid report, both 
ro the French Ambaſſador, and to the ſaid eAgent Lockhart preſſing them to renew their Addreſles,that (not- 
withſtanding the pretended Sentence given in Pars) full and ſpeedy latisfaRion might be made to the aſflited 
Engliſh complaynants,which being writ, ſent, and delivered accordingly, che faid Agent Lockhart wrote there- 
upon to Count Bryene (the Secratary of State in France) with intimation that Lercers of Repriz.al would be 
iflucd for the relief of the Exg/iſh,in caſe ſatisfation were not otherwiſe ſpeedily made them, 


The ſecond of December following, relation being made by Thwrloe(to the new uſurping powers here)how 
that he had ſent letters with the coppies of the Report of the Court of Admiraity (in conformity to the former 
order of the 10 th of Je palt) and had defired the French Ambaſſador, and the Agent Lockhart to mk 
their earneſt addreſſes that ſatisfaRion ſhould be forthwith made co the aforeſaid E£79/1h:and yer notwithſtand- 
ing the ſame was not done. [r was ordeyed that letters of Reprizall ſhould be granted to the ſaid Engliſh for rc- 
paration of their ſaid loſſes, againſt the French, in caſe ſatisfattion be nor grven them, by, or before. the firſt of 
Match next, untill which time,and no longer the iſſuing thereof is to be riſpucd and forboyn: whereof the 
ſaid Thurloe was again ordered to give notice to the Lord Ambaſſador Bourdeaux, and alſo to the Aovenr 
Lockhatt,cthat they might Communicate the ſame to the French King, 


Thurloe having accordingly wrote and ſent intination to the faid French Ambaſſador, and to the ſaid A- 
gent Lockhart of the aforeſaid order, how that letters of Reprizall weuld be ifſewed (in caſe fatisfaQtior 
ſhouſd not be made to th: Engliſh) by or before the firſt of £March then next enſuing, 

Whereupon the ſaid Agent Lockhart having recourſe to the Cardrnal and to the Secretary Connt Broene 
about ir, and complayning of their illegal Sentence given, wichout having given the Exg/iſh ſo much as notice 
tha: the cauſe was to be heaxd or ſentenced. (a thing never before heard of:) The ſaid Secratary made re- 
ply and promiſed beth A, tocation of the Sentence unduly poſt to the prejudice of that canſe, and ſati:fattion 
to be grven to the Engliſh witbin 15 daies, which appears by-the Certificate under the hand of the {aid Lock- 


hart,dared the 13 th of June 1659, 


And by another Certificate of his, the ſaid Leckhart, dated the 10 th of March 169, how that at his beirg 
in St, John de Luz, in complyance of an order from the R »np Parliament the ſaid Cardinal Mazarine pro- 
miſed him that the buſineſs ſhould be diſpatched afloon as he and the Councell mett, and that full fatisfation 
ſhould be given to the Erg/iſ,, But to this day the Ergl/yſh have rot received a penny, to the utter ruine and 
decay of many of his Majefties good Subjetts, their Wives and Children, 


We cannot :-,. cal, but here inſert the Declaration upon Oath of Thomas Atkinſon, one of 


the Enz/ iſh Marriners of the Ship Endeavour, who with many more of the Engl:f of thc 
ſaid Ships Company, the ſaid ae /@ Roucw al Cuupany Carried away 1n their French 
Ships. 


1. How that the ſaid dela Roach did (after his being aboard the French Ships, and long after 
the caſting the Maſter and many more of te Fughl: a f/car in Guirea) take another Engliſh 
Ship, whoſe Maſters name was Fisbell, and threw eighteen men into the Sea, and having taken ouz 
of the ſaid Ship what they pleaſed, they ſet her on Fire, 

2. That the four French Ships had 56 great braſs Ordmance belonging to the Crown of England, 
which they had from Prince Ruper. 

3. That dela Roach me!/t with Captain Taylers Ship,as ſhe was coming from the Eaſt Indies, 
with whom he fought but could not take his Ship. 


4.That efter the ſaid dela Roach and Companions were arrived at Madagaſcar,they made ready, 
and manned out the Engliſh Ship Endeavour, with mntentton to have carryed all the Engliſh to Ara- 
bia, to have ſold them for ſlaves, but the Monſon (or Winde) turning, prevented them, 


5. That the chief mate of the Endeavour was ſtarved, and died in Irons. 


6. That all the reſt of the Ship Endeavours Company were etther famiſhed, and died for want, 
or by inhumane uſage, and that none remained alive but himſelf. 


7. That being moſt miraculouſly returned to Nance, and there Petitioning the Marſhall de Mill 
Ree for wages, he threatned him,and bid him go to his Owners and Imployers for hus pay: ſaying that 
he muſt pay 1.6 000 1b. for their Ship and Good, .
